The President Rapidly 


Improving.

WASHINGTON, July 18,11:30 p. m.— 


"he president's afternoon fever was a 
ittle more stroogly marked to night 
ban last night, the pulse showing an 
ocrease of four beats, temperature a 
rise of 5 10 aod respiration a slight 
corresponding acceleration an compared 
with tbe maximum yesterday. In any 
other patient this trifling increase in 
the intensity of the fever would be re- 
;arded as a natural fluctuation and 
rould not excite especial remark. 
But 


the president's symptoms are so closely 
ratehed from day to day and almost 
'com boor to hour by the whole coun- 
try that an unfavorable change, how- 
ever slight, seems to have greater sig- 
nificance than really attaches to it, and 
s liable, in the absence of explanation, 
a cause apprehension. It is proper, 
;herefore, to say by way of comment on 
to-night's official bulletin, that the facts 
therein stated give no uneasiness to 
the attending surgeons. There is a 
alight increase in the fever, but it arises 
'torn known causes and is undoubtedly 
transient in character. 


The reasons assigned for it are as 


fellows: The president during the past 
;hree days, and more especially to day, 
>as taken a largely increased quantity 
of solid food. His stomach is still sen- 
sitive, and manifests its sensitiveness 
when overtaxed by symptoms of diatur 
lance. Sueh was the case to day. This 
;astrie trouble is thought to have been 
largely instrumental in aggravating the 
lebrile symptom. Then the president 
this afternoon beeome over wearied in 
the bands o'f a barber. 
He expressed a 


desire to have bis beard and hair 
trimmed, and bis head rubbed, and at 
bis request a barber was summoned. 
The latter spent some time rubbing 
kirn, and although the immediate effects 
were pleasurable, the results were an 
over-fatigue and an increased feverish- 
ness. Aside, however, from the tran- 
sient rise of the pnlse and temperature 
the president's 
symptoms 
continue 


favorable. 


Dr. Bliss, upon being asked at 10:30 


to-night whether there was anything in 
the patient's condition to justify uneas- 
iness, replied: "Nothing, whatever. He 
is doing well. The fever is subsiding. 
Hie pulse is below 100 again, and he is 
sleeping quietly. He became a little 
over wearied this afternoon, but he will 
probably be as well to-morrow morning 
as be was this.'' 


In reply to a question with regard to 


tbe wound, Dr. Bliss said : "The pro- 
cess of suppuration is going on satis- 
factorily and the track of (he ball is 
slowly being cleared by discharge. In 
dressing the wonnd to-night the flexible 
drainage tube, without the exertion ol 
the least foree, dropped in to a depth 
of five and a half inches, showing thai 
the wound is olear and open to that 
distance. It has been said by persons 
who have never seen the president 
since his injury, that the bullet proba- 
bly did not enter the great cavity of the 
body at all. Oar experience with the 
drainage tube to-night confirms our 
previously expressed judgment that the 
ball did enter tbe abdominal cavity and 
pierce the liver. I believe it passed 
through that organ and is lodged in the 
anterior wall of the abdomen." In con- 
clusion Dr. Bliss said there was nothing 
in the president's symptoms to-night to 
cause anxiety or indicate that he is not 
progressing as favorably as eould be 
expected. At 11:30

Mrs. Garfield, General Swaim, Colonel 
Rockwell and Mrs. Rockwell, with i)rs. 
Bliss and Boynton and Mrs. Kdison and 
Mr. Crump as the medical corps. Some 
of the details of this scheme were talk- 
ed over before the president yesterday 
afternoon.

but immediately after breakfast this 
morning he fell off into afquiet dose, 
which lasted some time. 
The break- 


fast was something like that enjoyed 
yesterday, and was composeed of solid 
food, such as might be given to a well 
man. When a patient gets from rum 
and milk and toast to steady beefsteak, 
it may be fairly inferred that he is do- 
ing well. 
The president evidently 


thinks a great deal of his eating and 
sleeping, and enjoys talking about it. 
He said to Gen. Swain last evening: 


'Swain, if it wasn't tor ttiia eating 


and sleeping, I don't know what 1 would 
do with myself these days." 


There was this morning literally no 


fever observable, while his pulse was at 
a normal stage. The symptoms all the 
way through ire as favorable as can 
possibly be expected. The results of an 
excessive use of hypodermic injections 
of morphia appear to be passing away. 
Very little morphia is given now, and 
the consequence is that his sleep, being 
of a natural sort, is more refreshing to 
body and mind. 


The president appears to awaken to 


tbe fact that he will soon be convales- 
cent, and like everyone under such cir- 
cumstances he loves to talk of what be 
is going to do when he gets up, and 
to lay plans for the future.

For that matter she has 
never appeared otherwise while in the 
sick room. Even when her husband 
was at a very low ebb, and his death 
was hourly expected she showed no 
signs of giving up. Whenever she ap- 
peared at his bedside it was always 
with a face luminous with cheerfulness, 
and this action on the part of the one 
most dear to him no doubt had a good 
deal of influence upon the president's 
spirits. She is very fond ot talking to 
him now about the gnat public inter- 
est which has attended the case through' 
ont 
The leading papers of the coun- 


try, containing the various accounts and 
speculations concerning him have been 
carefully preserved. From these she 
occasionally reads to tbe president to 
illustrate the condition of the public 


wise during his illness. It seems to 
jive him much pleasure to learn tbe 
inanimity of sympathy and expressions 
of hope from all quarters of the COM- 
Ury.

EATING AND GAINING. 


The President Rapidly 


Improving. 


A Desperado Brought to a 


Full Stop. 


WASHINGTOX, July 18,11:30 p. m.— 


The president's afternoon fever was » 
little more strongly marked to-night 
than last night, the pulse showing an 
increase of four beats, temperature a 
rise of 5 10 and respiration a slight 
corresponding acceleration as compared 
with the maximums yesterday. In any 
other patient this trifling increase in 
the intensity of the fever would be re- 
garded as a natural fluctuation and 
would not excite especial remark. 
But 


the president's symptoms are go closely 
watched from day to day and almost 
from hour to hour by the whole coun- 
try that an unfavorable change, how- 
ever slight, seems to have greater sig- 
nificance than really attaches to it, and 
is liable, in the absence of explanation, 
to cause apprehension. It is proper, 
therefore, to say by way of comment on 
to-night's official bulletin, that the facts 
therein stated give no uneasiness to 
the attending surgeons. There is a 
slight increase in the fever, but it arises 
from known causes and is undoubtedly 
transient in character. 


The reasons assigned for it are as 


follows: The president during the past 
three days, and more especially to day, 
has taken a largely increased quantity 
of solid food. HU stomach is still sen- 
sitive, and manifests its sensitiveness 
when overtaxed by symptoms of distur- 
bance. Such was the case to day. This 
gastric trouble is thought to have been 
largely instrumental in aggravating the 
lebrile symptom. Then the president 
this afternoon become over wearied in 
the hands of a barber. 
He expressed a 


desire to have his beard and hair 
trimmed, and his head rubbed, and at 
his request a barber was summoned. 
The latter spent some time rubbing 
turn, and although the immediate effects 
were pleasurable, the results were an 
over-fatigue and an increased feverish- 
ness. Aside, however, from the tran- 
sient rise of the pulse and temperature 
the president's 
symptoms 
continue 


'avorable. 


Dr. Bliss, upon being asked at 10:30 


o night whether there was anything in 
he patient's condition to justify uneas- 
ness, replied: "Nothing, whatever. He 
s doing well, The fever is subsiding. 
lie pulse is below 100 again, and be is 
ileeping quietly. 
He became a little 


over wearied this afternoon, but he will 
>robably be as well to-morrow morning 
as he was this.1'

well,and was neither feverish or restless. 
The recovery continues gradual,and may 
be said, under the circumstances, to be 
rapid. 
His sleep was not only natural, 


but immediately after breakfast this 
morning he fell off into afqniet dose, 
which lasted some time. The break- 
fast was something like that enjoyed 
yesterday, and was composeed of solid 
food, such as might be given to a well 
man. 
When a patient gets from rum 


and milk and toast to steady beefsteak, 
it may be fairly inferred that he is do- 
ing well. 
The president evidently 


thinks a great deal of his eating and 
sleeping, and enjoys talking about it. ; 
He said to Gen. Swain last evening: 


''Swain, if it wasn't lor this eating 


and sleeping, I don't know what L would 
do with myself these days." 


There was this morning literally no 


fever observable, while his pulse was at 
a normal stage. The symptoms all the 
way through are as favorable as can 
possibly be expected. The results of an 
excessive use of hypodermic injections 
of morphia appear to be passing away. 
Very little morphia is given now, and 
the consequence is that bis sleep, being 
of a natural sort, is more refreshing to 
body and mind. 


The president appears to awaken to 


the fact that he will soon be convales- 
cent, and like everyone under such cir- 
cumstances he loves to talk of what he 
is going to do when he gets up, and 
to lay plans for the future. 
His physi- 


cians are not so (particular now as to 
restraining him in conversation and the 
patient is allowed to do pretty much as 
be pleases. Mrs. Garfield was with him 
as usual this morning, and was bright 
and cheerful. 
For that matter she has 


never appeared otherwise while in the 
sick room. 
Kven when her husband 


was at a very low ebb, and his death 
was hourly expected she showed no 
signs of giving up. 
Whenever she ap- 


peared at his bedside it was always 
with a face luminous with cheerfulness, 
and this action on the part of the one 
most dear to him no doubt had a good 
deal of influence upon the presidents 
spirits.
